Thi3 will acknowledge receipt of your letter of August 14 regarding the 6.5MM 
Mannlicher Garcano cartridge. 

We did not make 6.5MM Mannlicher Carcano during World War II but did manufacture 
four million for the U.S. Government during 1954. The core alloy was soft lead 
(99.85% pure lead). The jacket was gilding metal - 89.0 to 91.0% copper, balance 
zinc. These same allows were used in many commercial bullets at that time.
